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4. The workman Sri Jhadu Rawan, while serving under 
the management, willfully caused damage to the management's 
road which was used for loading and transporting minerals. 
For such action, a criminal case has been started against 
the workman along with 12 others. As the workman com- 
mitted misconduct, he was charge-sheeted and placed under 
suspension on 16-5-1970 and was called upon to explain 
the charges against him. Sri Rawan submitted no explana- 
tion though ho was given another chance Lo submit the 
same. Ultimately, on 19-5-1972, Sri Rawan submitted a 
petition before the management stating that he should not 
be culled upon to offer any explanation till the criminal case 
against him was disposed of. Under the circumstance, the 
suspension order passed against Sri Rawan had to continue. 
The standing orders of the management were certified on 
11-2-1972 though the draft standing orders were submitted 
on 9.7.1970, On 4-7-1970, during the pendency of the cri- 
minal case against him, the workman Sri Rawan tendered 
his icsignution and claimed payment of his dues in full and 
final settlement.

2. M/s, Jagda Mining Works (hereinafter referred to as 
the management) is the first patty and the workman re- 
presented through Sundergarh Mining Workers’ Association

3. The ett c of the management as averred in (heir written- 
statement, in shoit, is as follows 


That the rcfercnco is not maintainable in law since 
workman Sri Jhadu Rawan has ceased to he a workn 
since 18-7-1970 by loluntniy icsignalion. The dispute iai 
by the Gencial Scuefiuv of the Smideipaih Mining Woik 
Association is not an industrial dispute since the" workn 
was never a mcmbei of the said Union while work in- lln 
the management. 


That the workman Sri Rawan was working as a Miner 
under the management since 1958. On 15-5-1970, the 
management served a charge-sheet on the workman on flimsy 
grounds and placed him under suspension without any valid 
grounds. The management, despite repeated approach by the 
workman, did not pay his legal dues, vix., his wages for 
May, 1970 and monthly suspension allowance in violation 
of clause (b) of sub-section (6) of Section 19 of the certified, 
standing orders of the management. The workman being 
aggrieved, moved the matter anout non-payment of his wages 
and suspension allowance to the Association. He also moved 
through the Association for reinstatement. The management 
look false pica that the workman had resigned by accepting 
a sum of Rs. 1 100 in full and filial settlement of his claims. 
That the accusation and allegations of the management are 
motivated in that the management is pursuing to victimise 
the workman on account of his rightful trade union activi- 
ties, The workman is entitled to get his wages for May, 1970 
and monthly suspension allowance and he is also entitled to 
bo reinstated in service. 


6. Now, the questions for determining arc whether the 
workman Sri Jhadu Rawan is entitled to recover suspension 
allowance from the management and whether he is entitled 
to be reinstated in service. 


7. Bolh pailies declined to adduce oral evidence. The 
Association has exhibited documents Hxls. 1 lo 5 and the 
management exhibited documents Exts, A to D in support 
of their respective cases. The case of the management is 
that while the workman was continuing under suspension 
during the pendency of the criminal case, ho filed the appli- 
cation dated 4-7-1970 before the management tendering re- 
signation from service and praying for full and final settle- 
ment of his claims, Ext. A is that application. The 
management wrote the letter Ext, B accepting the resigna- 
tion of the workman Sri Rawan and agreed lo pay a sum 
of Rs. 1100 in full and final settlement of his claim. Ext. 
C is the receipt of certificate of posting of the letter Ext. B. 
Ext. D is the receipt granted by Sri Rawan accepting 
Rs. 1100 towards payment of wages, wages for leave due 
and ex gratia payment in full and final settlement of his 
claim. Though the Association contends that Ext. A and C 
are fabricated documents, there is no evidence adduced by 
the Association to that effect. Sri Rawan has not come 
forward to deny filing of resignation application Ext. A and 
granting of the receipts Ext. D. The Association 
has also not examined any witness to refute these documents 
of the management. Theiefoie, I have got (o hold that (he 
woikinin Sii Rawan Iris resigned limn set vice and his 
tv ipn.iiion has been uicepled and he has been paid 
Rs. J 100/- in full and final settlement of his claims by the 
management. There is no documentniy evidence to the 
contrai y filed by the Association. All the documents 
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exhibited by the Association Exts. 2, 3, 4 mid 5 .'re i lie lellei . 
issued by the management lo the workman .Si i Raw .in chuipc- 
shceling him for misconduct, placing him tlndei suspension 
and calling upon him lo submit his explanation, Ext. I is 
the application of Sri Raw. in wherein he has stated that he 
should not he called upon lo submit any explanation until the 
minimal case was disposed of On the afoics.lid analysis 
of the evidence on record, I find that Sri Jh.tdu R.rwan has 
teildeied his resignation on 4-7-70 and the management has 
accepted his resignation on 7-7-70 and has paid Rs 1100 
to him on IK-7-70 in full and final settlement of all his 
claims. Thciefoic, there is no question of reinstatement of 
Sii Jh.idn Rhw.ui in scivicc. Fuithcr, since Sii Rawun ha*- 
received Rs. 1100/- from the management in full and final 
settlement of all his claims, the question of additional pay- 
ment by way of suspension allowance also docs not aihe 

3. In the result, I find that the demands of Sundergath 
Mining Workers’ Association for payment of suspension 
allowance and reinstatement of Shn Ihadri Rawan, Miner, 
by Mcssis. lagdn Mining Works, Rainsing Conliactois at 
Jagda Dolomite Mines, Post Office Ihiipani, Rouikela, 
District Sundergarh aic not justified and the workman is not 
entitled to any ichef.

AWARD 

This is a refetence under section 10(1) (d) or the Industrial 
Disputes Act, 1947 and arises out of an order passed by the 
Central Government No. 1./2012/96/71-LR. II dated New 
Delhi, the 14th July, 1971 m lespecl of an industrial dispute 
between the parties mention'd above. The subject matter ol 
the dispute has been specific.! in the schedule lo the said order 
which runs as follows: — - 

"Whether the management of Bhowra Colhety viz. Orien- 
tal Coal Company Limited, Post Office Bhowra, Dis- 
trict Dhanbad aie justified for not placing Sarvashri 
Abdul Khalique and Asgar Mia, l itters in category 
VI as Wage Boaid Recommendations foi Coal Min- 
ing Industry? If nol, to what relief are the workmen 
entitled?", 

2. The reference was received in the office of the Tribunal 
on 17-7-71 after which usual nonces were issued to the parties. 
On 11-8-71 a written statement on behalf ol the workmen 
was received and was placed on record. On 7-10-71 appea- 
rance was put in on behalf of the management and a written 
statement and some documents wete filed which weie placed 
on record. On 5-11-71 Shii S. Das Gupta, appearing for the 
workmen, filed an application ior impleading the Custodian 
General and Custodian as the colliei y had been taken over by 
the Central Government. Accoidingly notices were issued to 
these parties asking them to show cause why they should not 
be impleaded. On 16-1 1-71 Shii J. N. P. Sahi put in ap- 
pearance on behalf of the Custodian Gencial and was sup- 
plied with a copy of the written statement of the workmen by 
Shri S. Das Gupta. He was allowed six week’s lime to file writ- 
ten statement and documents etc. On 6-1-72 a written state- 
ment on behalf of the Custodian General was filed and re- 
joinder on behalf of the woikmcn was also filed. On 31-1-72 
Shri S. Das Gupta, appearing fot the workmen filed an ap- 
plication that Bharat Coking Coal Co. Ltd., be impleaded as 
a party. On 24-3-72 an application was received from the 
Bharat Coking Coal Ltd., stating that it had no objection to 
being added as a party. Accordingly, it was impleaded as a 
party and time was allowed to it lor filing its written state- 
ment which was received on 1-5-72. Shri P. K. Bose put in 
appearance on behalf of the old management. On 6-4-73 Shri 
B. R, Prahs was examined on behalf of tho management, 
as M.W.l. He was cross-examined and discharged. On 10-4-73 
three witnesses were examined namely, Banwari Dusadh, 
Abdul Khalique and Asgar Mia on behalf of the workmen as 
W.W.l, W.W.2 and W.W.3 respectively. They were cross- 
examined and were dischaiged. On 25-6-73 Shri S. Das 
Gupta examined Shri N. K, Singh as W.W.4 on behalf of 
the workmen. This witness piovcd two documents which were 
marked Exts. W6 and W7. Documents Wl, W2, W3, W4 and 
W5 were marked on admission. On 25-6-73 Shri Das Gupta 
wanted to produce one more witness namely Shri Lai Moham- 
med but since Shri Lai Mohammed could not be spared from 
the colliery, the case was adjourned to 27-6-73 when Lai 
Mohammed was examined on behalf of the workmen as 
W.W.6. He was cross-examined by Shii P K. Bose appearing 
on behalf of the old employets. Shri S S. Muhherjee ap- 
pearing for the Bhaiat Cocking Coal 1 td , declined to cross- 
examine the witnesses. 

3, For a clear and piopci apprei iation of the dispute refet- 
red to this Tribunal a short histoiv of the fixation of wages 
in respect of the collieries in this country may be given. This 
history will also be teles ant fot the leasons that various awards 
have been rcfcired to by the learned representative of the 
parties during their atgumculs befoic me. I have stated a 
short history of the fixation of the wages in respect of the 
collieries in (his country in lefeiencc No 38 of 1971 and 
the same is icproduccd as below;. — 

"Prior to 1947, llietc was no uniformity in the wage struc- 
ture and work load Of the different categories of workmen in 
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the coal mining industry. In 1947, the Government of India, 
Department ot Labour, in exercise of the powers conierred 
by section 3 of the Trade Disputes Act, 1929 constituted a 
Board of Conciliation on the question of a “positive; policy in 
regard to the wages of the colliery workers". The award of 
this Board of conciliation was published on 12-5-1947. Certain 
difficulties were fell in the interpretation of the awatd and to 
solve those difficulties, the parties entered into an agreement 
in the presence of the then Chief Labour Commissioner, Shri 
S, C. Joshi,. This agreement is known as "Joshi Agreement' 
and was in respect of the collieries situated in Bihar and 
Bengal. Similar steps were taken for tile colliery workers in 
other States and the Conciliation Board award for Bihar 
and Bengal was followed by similar awatds for the coal woi- 
kers in other coal producing States. All these awards, how- 
ever, were Region-wise. In 1954, the Government of India 
witth a view "to bringing about Uniformity in tbe mining in- 
dustry as far as possible" in exercise of the powers confer- 
red upon it by Ihe Industrial Disputes Act, 1947 (Act XIV of 
1947) constituted the All India Industrial Tribunal (Colliery 
Disputes) popularly known after its Chairman Shri .1. N. 
Majumdar, ns the Majumdar Tribunal. The award of the 
Majumdar Tribunal, hcrein-after referred to ns the Majumdai 
Award, was published on 26-5-1956 in the Gazette ot 
India as required by the Industrial Disputes Act, 1947 
Against the Majumdar Award, several appeals on behalf of 
both the workmen and the employers were filed before the 
Labour Appellate Tribunal of India, which were heard by a 
Special Bench presided over by Shri F. Jeejeebhoy the then 
Chairman of (he labour Appellate Tribunal of India. The 
Labour Appellate Tribunal gave its decision on 29th January. 
1957 modifying the award of the Majumdar Tiibunal. There- 
after there was the arbitration award of Shri A. Das Gupta 
in the colliery disputes given on 30th December, 1959- 

Lastly there was the report of the Central Wage Board for 
the coal mining industry contained in two volumes and the 
recommendations given by this Wage Board, herein-aftcr 
called the Wage Board Recommendations, were implemented 
on 15-8-1967. 

The Majumdar award as modified by the decision of the 
Labour Appellate Tribunal, placed Fitters in category IV, 
category VII, category IX and category X. Subsequently, 
Das Gupta award fixed the incremental scales for all cate- 
gories of workmen. The pay scales fixed for the aforesaid 
four categories were as under : — 

“Catcgory-IV — Rs. 32.50—2.34 — 46,54 
Category-VII — Rs . 4 8.75—3 .64—70,59 
Category-IX — Rs. 71.50—3.64—93,34 
Category-X— Rs. 85—5—115”. 

The Coal Wage Board, in its report, recommended Cate- 
gory IV, Category V and Category VI for fitters and regarding 
the fitments in new scales it was recommended that the fitters 
who were on old category IV, should be fitted in new cate- 
gory IV, those in old category VII should be fitted in new 
category V and those in old category IX should be fitted in 
new category VI. 

It may be mentioned that the wage scales recommended 
by the Coal Wage Board for category V and Category VI 
were ns under : — 

Category-V— Rs. 206,70—7.28—279.50 
Category- VI— Rs. 283,40—10.40—387.40. 

Before I set out the respective cases of the parties, it is 
relevant, at this stage, to mention that Appendix XU of 
Majumdar Award consists of 10 categories and "fitters” are 
mentioned in category IV, category VII as fitters "Grade II”, 
category IX and category X as fitters "Head Colliery". 

In the decision of the Labour Appellate Tribunal of India 
the chart contains the total emoluments of all categories 
upto category X. In respect of category X, the basic wage 
is shown as Rs. 85 — 5 — 115. 

In Appendix V of (lie Wage Bomd Recommendations (Vol. 
II) fitters find q place at item No. 10 at page 48 and in 
front of the word "fitteis” the following is mentioned : — 

“All existing fitters in category VII, including Loco 
Mechanic Fitters will bo placed in new Category V”. 


At page 49 of the Wage Board Recommendations (Vol. II) 
Appendix V, in front of “category V words (Skilled Senior) 
are mentioned and item No. 2) at page 49 of the Wage Board 
Recommendations mentions” Fitter (Grade II (W) and in 
front of the word “Fitter” the following observations appear:— 

“A workman capable of accurate filing and ac- 
curate of bearings, keys etc. He must have 
a knowledge of the degrees of tolerance re- 
quired in different jobs. He must have an ade- 
quate knowledge of the assembly, lubrication and 
efficient running of the machines which he is called 
upon to repair. Sometimes such a fitter is known 
as “ Viccman". 

At page 50 of the Wage Board Recommendations (Vol. II) 
in Appendix V, in front of “fitters”, category VI the word# 
“highly skilled" are mentioned ip bracket and item No. 3 of 
category VI mentions fitters (W) and in front of the word 
“fitters” the following is mentioned “All fitters in old cate- 
gory IX including loco mechanic fitters should be placed in 
new category VI”. 

'I hen again the word “fitters" is mentioned at item No. 9 
in Appendix V (page 50) of the Wage Board Recommenda- 
tions (Vol. 11) as fitter — Grade I (W) and in front is men- 
tioned the- following : — “A workman capable of accurate 
filing and accurate filling of bearings, keys etc. He must 
have a knowledge of Ihe degree of tolerance required for any 
particular job. He must have a good knowledge of assembl- 
ing, lubrication and efficient running of the machines which 
he is called upon to repair. He must bo able to read and 
use micrometers and other similar instruments for accurate 
measurement". 

The scale of vvages recommended by the Wage Board 
Recommendations for various categories is to be found at 
page 59 (Vol. I) of the Wage Board Recommendations. The 
Minimum daily wage for a category V workman is R». 7.95 
with an increment of Rs. 0.28 going upto Rs. 10.75 maximum, 
and for category VI the minimum daily wage recommended 
is Rs. 10.90 with an increment of Rs. 0.40 going upto maxi- 
mum daily wage of Rs. 14.90. Converting these scales on 
monthly basis the wages for a workman in category V work 
out to be Rs, 206,70 with an increment of Rs. 7.28 and 
going to the maximum of Rs. 279.50 and for category VI 
the monthly wages work out to be Rs. 283.40 with an incre- 
ment of Rs. 10.40 going upto the maximum of Rs, 387.40. 

Now I proceed to set out the respective cases of the 
parties”. 

4. The case of the workmen, as set out, in their written 
statement is thal Bhowrti Colliery, owned by Oriental Coal 
Co. Ltd, is divided into two collieres, namely Bhowra 
(North) and Bhowra (South) and consists of several pits, 
inclines and open cast workings and employs nearly 6000 
permanent workmen, In paragraph 3 of the written state- 
ment of the workmen it is mentioned that the management 
of the colliery have implemented the recommendations of 
the Coal Wage Board as accepted by the Central Govern- 
ment with effect from 15-8-1967. The two concerned work- 
men in the present reference are permanent employees of 
the colliery concerned in its technical section. In Paragraph 
5 of the written statement it is stated that different time 
scale of pay has been prescribed by Ihe Wage Board in res- 
pect of technical section depending upon the nature of 
duties, individual skill and responsibilities of personal per- 
formances of each workman. According to the workmen. In 
terms of the said Wage Board pay scale and according to 
the nature of jobs performed by the two concerned work- 
men the management ought to have placed them in category 
VI of the Wage Board Recommendations but the management 
deliberately placed them in lower pay scale to earn more 
profit at the cost of the workmen. The workmen, accord- 
ingly, through their union, namely Colliery Mazdoor Sangh, 
raised -the issue with the management but failed to receive 
any response and, thereafter the union icprcsented the matter 
before the Assistant Labour Commissioner (C), Dhanbad 
who started conciliation proceedings but they ended in 
failure. According to the workmen Shri Abdul Khalique and 
Asgar Mia are entitled to be placed in category VI of the 
Wage Board pay scale and the management is not justified 
In denying the same to the two workmch. The management 
have discriminated against the two concerned workmen with 
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the result that Shri Abdul Khalique and Asgar Mia have 
been put to serve financial loss in terms of Ihcir wages as 
well as in terms of consequential benefits such as bonus, 
provident fund contribution, leave wages and many other 
items. 

5. The workmen, therefore, claim that the tribunal should 
held that the management of the concerned colliery is not 
Justified in not placing the two concerned workman in cate- 
gory VI of the Wage Board Recommendations for Coal 
Mining Industry and should further direct that both the 
workmen should be placed in category Vr with effect from 
15-8-1967. 

6. The management’s care, on the other hand, as contained 
in their written statcmcnt-cum-rejoinder is that both the 
concerned workmen, namely Abdul Khalique and Asgar Mia 
Were employed in the concerned colliery as fitter mazdoor 
and fitter helper on 26-12-1960 and 1-1-1952 respectively. 
Asgar Mia was promoted fiom fitter helper to fitter of category 
VII of Majumdar Awtud read with L.A.T, decision on 
26-4-1965 and continued to he in the same category upto 
14-8-1967. Abdul Khalique the other woikmnn was in cate- 
gory I of the Majumdar \ward read with L.A.T. Decision 
upto the date when the Wage Board Recommendations were 
implemented in the uollieiy on 15-8-1967. After the imple- 
mentation of the Wage Hoard Recommendations both the 
workmen namely Shri Abdul Khalique and Asgar Mia were 
fixed in new category T and V respectively of the said recom- 
mendations. Abdul Khalique was promoted from fitter 
mazoor to fitter wi'h effect f.om (8-1-1969 and accordingly 
his basic salary was revised from Rs. 5.30 (Cat, I) dally 
to Rs. 6.90 (Cat. IV) of the Wage Board Recommendations. 
According to the management, category VI of the Wage 
Boaid Recommendations is for highly skilled workman and 
only those fitters who were on old category TX were to be 
placed in new category VI and since the two concerned 
workmen weie in category I and VII prior to the Wage Board 
Recommendations they were justifiably not placed in new 
category VI of the Wage Board Recommendations. The 
management’s action in placing the concerned workmen in 
new category IV and V is correct, bonaflde and justified. 
The other paragraphs of the written statement of the manage- 
ment challenged the allegations made in the written state- 
ment of the workmen and need not be reproduced. Accord- 
ing to the management the two concerned workmen are not 
entitled to be placed in category VI of the Wage Board 
Recommendations. The management denies the allegations 
of discrimination against the two concerned workmen. 

7. The workmen filed a rejoinder in which they have 
reiterated the allegations made in their original written state- 
ment and further staled that the Custodian Goneral and 
now the Bharat Coking Coal Ltd,, constituted the present 
management in respect of the concerned workmen colliery 
and they are liable to meet the demands of the workmen. 

8. In its written statement the Custodian General stated 
that it took over the management of the colliery with effect 
from 17-10-1971 and, as such, had no concern with the 
alleged dispute which has given rise to the present reference. 
According to the Custodian General he is in no way liable 
or responsible for any act of the past management prior to 
the date of taking over of the colliery under the provisions 
of the Coking foal Mines (Emergency Provisions) Act. 
1971 (64 of 1971), under the Coking Coal Mines (Emer- 
gency Provisions) Ordinance, 1971 (No. 12 of 1971). It 
is further the case of the Custodian General that no award 
can be passed against him in the present reference. 

9. The Bharat Coking Coal Ltd , has also filed a written 
statement in which it has stated that there did not exist any 
relationship of employer and employee between it and the 
two concerned woikmen and hence there was no industrial 
dispute between the Bharat Coking Coal Ltd., and the two 
Concerned workmen and no awaid can be passed 
against Bharat Coking Coal i td . .Bharat Coking 
Coal is in on way liable or responsible for any 
act of the past management prior to the date of taking 
over under the Coking Coal Mines (Emeigency Provisions) 
Act, 1971 The Bharat Coking Coal Ltd., however, adopted 
the written statement filed by the out-going employers on 
merits. 

10. 1 have heard Shri P. K. Bose, learned counsel appear- 
ing on behalf of the management. He has not filed any 


documentary evidence and has relied solely upon the oral 
evidence of Shri B. R. Prahar, M.W. 1. 1 have also heard 

Shri S. S. Mukhcrjee, appealing foi (he Bharat Coking Coal 
Ltd., and Shri S. Das Gupta, appearing for the workmen. 

11. Shri B. R. Prahar, M.W. 1 who was examined by Shri 
P. K, Bose stated that he joined the colliery concerned in 
1961 as an apprentice Engineer and became the Engineer 
of the colliery in 1963 and, as such, he came to know the 
two concerned workmen. As an Engineer his- duty was to 
allot jobs in the mechanical section of the colliery. The 
two concerned workmen worked under his supervision. When 
the witness became the Engineer of the colliery Abdul 
Khalique working as a mechanical mazdoor and Asgar Mia 
was working as a mechanical helper. In 1965 Asgar pro- 
moted as a fitter and Abdul Khalique was promoted as 
a fitter in 1969. According to the witness there are some 
senior fillers in the colliery to these workmen. Abdul 
Khalique and Asgar Mia are working in a particular shift 
while the senior fitters were working in general shift which 
starts from 7 A.M. and lasts till 3 P.M. The colliery works 
in thiee shills There is a central workshop in the colliery 
and in the event of a major break down of any machinery 
in the mine the machinery was brought on the surface on 
the workshop and was repaired there. According to the 
witness the work of the two concerned workmen was not 
so efficient as to entitle them to be placed in category VI 
of fitters. 

12. Cross-examined by Shri Das Gllpta, the witness stated 

that he was working as an engineer in the colliery at present. 
He worked in the colliery as an engineer upto 31-8-1972 in 
both the sections that is Bhowra (North) and Bhowra (South). 
Shri S. L. Azad the present Engineer of the colliery was 
promoted as a colliery Engineer in 1962 and is looking 
after in both the sections of the colliery. The witness and 
Shri Azad work independently and both these persons looked 
after the engineering section. The witness was not under 
Shri Azad. All the workmen in the engineering department 
were under the supervision of the two engineers. According 
to Shri Prahar in fixing the category of fitters seniority and 
skill are the two necessary criteria. Between 1969 and 1972 
while the witness was the colliery engineer four coal cutting 
machines were working in Bhowra (South) Colliery. These 
coal cutting machines were shifted from mine to mine 
whenever necessary. Bhowra (South) consists of 3 pit, 4 pit 
and ? pit and 3 inclines namely 25/12 incline, 12/10 in- 
cline and 27 Incline. For No. 4 and 5 Pits the colliery has 
two category VI fitters while in no. 3 pit the colliery has 
only one category VI fitter. There is no category VI fitters 
in the inclines. The two concerned workmen worked in 
shifts by rotation. The witness admitted that generally the 
two concerned workmen worked by rotation in the 1st and 
2nd shifts and sometime, when necessary, they were called 
upon (o work in the 3rd shift also. The witness denied that 
whenever these two workmen worked in the 3rd shift they 
were paid overtime. Mohammed Niaz AH is the fitter mistrv 
who looks after the coal cutting machine in Bhowra (South) 
Section. Niaz Ali was category V[ fitter and works in the 
workshop during the general shift. Abdul Khalique and 
Asgar Mia, according to Shii Prahar, are not fitteis of the 
same caliber as Niaz Ali. While promoting a fitter to cate- 
gory' VI bis skill, work and efficiency is taken into consi- 
deration. There is no category VT fitter in either Bhowra 
(North) or Bhowra (South) working in the second and 3rd 
shifts. T he witness admitted that he knows Gaya Sineh but 
not remember in which category Gaya Singh was working in 
1969. Gavn Singh was a fitter helper Shri Prahar stated 
that he did not know whether Gaya Singh was given cate- 
gory VI in terms of the award of the Wage Board. 

13. According to Shri Prahar there is only one category 
VI filter in the Central Workshop and he is Niaz Ali. In 
addition in Niaz Ali there is one head fitter who is also in 
category VT. Niaz Ali does not know other work than 
attending to the coal cutting machine and repairing or drills. 
Shri Piahnr admitted that he knows Dost Mohammed who 
is a fitter of category VI of Bhowra (North) but did not 
remember whether Dost Mohammed attended the coal cut- 
ling machine in the Bhowra (North) section Shri Prahar 
admitted that in case of major break down the coal cutting 

machine or Bhowra (North) section was brought to the 

Central Woikshop and Niaz Ali attended to it, Dost 
Mohammed and lal Mohammed who attended to the machines 
tinderittouml nb-o came lo the Workshop to work along with 
Niaz Ali. 1 til Mohammed is a category VI fitter of Bhowra 
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(North) section, lsrail Mistiy is also a category VI filter 
who looks after pit no. 3 as well as 25/12 incline ami other 
inclines. The witness knows Shri R. K. Singh and Shri 
Ismail Ansari both of whom are category VI fitters. Ismail 
Ansari is looking after the 5 pit while R. K. Singh docs 
not work in Rhowra (South) at all. 

14. Now I proceed to discuss briefly the oral evidence 
produced by tne workmen, their first witness is Bunwari 
Dusadh, WAV. 1 who stated that he has been wot king ns 
a coal cutting machine driver in 12/10 incline for the lost 
12 years in Bhowra (North) colliery. In that section of the 
colliery there are two coal cutting machines. Abdul Khalique 
and Asgar Mia are also working in the same incline and they 
repair the coal cutting machine when they go out of order 
and except these two persons no other litter conies to repair 
the coal cutting machine in 12/10 incline. Even in the 
night shift whenever coal cutting machine goes out of order 
Abdul Khalique and Asgar Mia are called to repair it, Niaz 
Ali Khan, another fitter who work in the workshop does 
not come to the mine to repair the coal cutting machine, 

15. Cross-examine by Shri P. K. Bose on behalf of the 
old management the witness stated that he has known Asgar 
Mia and Abdul Khalique since he was a helper. On en- 
quiry he learnt that these two persons were fitters. The wit- 
ness himself does not know the iob of a fitter, The witness 
does not maintain any Log Book, Whenever there is any 
defect in the machine he has only to report to the machine 
incharge. The witness admitted that he himself had no 
grievance in regard to wages and other emoluments. 

16. In re-examination by Slid Das Gupta the witness stated 
that he worked as a machine driver at 3 pit and 27 incline 
and the two concerned workmen used to repair the coal 
cutting machine there and no other fitters repaired that 
machine. lsrail Mistry was not working at 3 pit at that 
time. 

17. The next witness on behalf of the workmen Is Abdul 
Khalique, W.W.2. He is one of the concerned workmen. 
He stated that in 1960 he was appointed as a fitter mazdoor 
in Bhowra Workshop and has been working as a titter since 
1967. He was not granted either the designation or the 
category or wages for the job he performed. He wa9 desig- 
nated as a fitter only when he was placed in category (V, 
He worked as a fitter for two years in Nos. 4 and 5 
pit and for 1-1/2 years in 27 incline. In 12/10 incline there 
arc two fitters namely the witness and Asgar Mia both of 
whom worked In the 1st and 2nd shift alternatively. No 
other fitters were deputed to work or supervise the work 
of the two concerned workmen. In 12/10 incline the wit- 
ness and Asgar Mia had to attend to five pumps, two 
hulages, two coal cutting machines, one fan and one triplcr 
and apart from these machines the two eoncemied workmen 
also had to attend to the coal cutting machines in which 
mine they were operating. There is one coal cutting 
machine In 3 pit and another Coal Cutting Machine in 27 
Incline which the workmen had to attend. Tsmail Mistry is a fitter 
of category VI who looks after No. 3 pit but he does not look 
after the coal cutting machine. There aie two other fitters 
in the colliery in category VI namely Raj Kishore Singh and 
Ismail Mistry. Raj Kishore Singh looks after No. 4 pit 
and Ismail Mistry looks after 5 (five) pit. The witness knows 
the repairing work with regard to winding engine and also 
knows what is a micrometre. The witness further knows how 
a measurement is to be taken with the help of micromitrc. A 
Micromitre is however not necessary for the job of a fitter 
in the mine. The witness knows Dost Mohammed who is a 
mechanical fitter in Bhowra (North) and is in category VI. He 
knows the job of repairing of coal cutting machine. The 
witness stated that there is no difference in the work done by 
him and Asgar Mia and that done by Dost Mohammed. 
None of the category VI fitters in Bhowra (South) section 
of the colliery look after the coal cutting machine. Niaz All 
works in the Workshop and does not come to the mine to 
look after the machines. Tn case of heavy break downs the 
coal cutting machines are taken io the Central Workshop 
for repairs. The witness has stated that he applied for a 
higher categoty than category IV. The witness knows 
Gaya Singh whose case was refeired 1o the Tribunal and by 
an award given by this Tribunal Gaya Singh was placed in 
category VI. 

IK. Cross-examined by Shri P. K, Bose the witness stated 
that in I960 when he was first appointed as a fitter mazdoor 
he was being paid in the scale of old category 1 rate of 
Majumdar Award. With effect from 15-8-76 the witness was 
being paid the rale of category I wages in terms of the coal 


Wage Board and with effect from 18-1-69 the witness was 
designated as a fitter and was placed in category IV of the 
Wage Board Recommendations. Asgar Mia was promoted as 
a fitter two years earlier than the witness and he was then paid 
the scale of category VII of the Majumdar Award and after 
the implementation of the Wage Board Recommendations 
Asgar Mia was placed in category V. Raj Kishore Singh 
and Ismail Mistry arc head fitters in No. 4 and 5 pits res- 
pectively and they are paid categoiy VI pay scale of the 
Wage Hoard, The witness denied that Niaz Ali was attend- 
ing to the repairs of coal cutting machine in No. 3 pit. The 
witness also stated that in addition to the wages of category 
IV he received other emoluments in full satisfaction. Tho 
witness had submitted an application to the management 
directly to upgrade his pay scale from categoiy IV to cate- 
gory VI. 

19. Asgar Mia, WAV. 3 is the next witness on behalf of the 
workmen. He is the 2nd concerned workman in this refer- 
ence. He stated that he was appointed in Bhowra Colliery 
in 1955 as a fitter helper, and was promoted as, a fitter in cate- 
gory VI of the Majumdar Award. After the implementation 
of the Coal Wage Board Recommendations he was placed In 
new category V. Since 1965 the witness has been working in 
12/10 incline where only he and Abdul Khalique are the 
two filters working and there is no other fitter deputed to work 
there. Tn Bhowra (South) of the colliery there arc in all 
five coal cutting machines. Out of which only one is in a 
running condition, while others are out of order. Abdul 
Khalique and the witness looks after all the coal cutting 
machines in Bhowra (South) section and no other fitter looks- 
aftcr them. Coal Cutting Machines are being worked in 
No. 3 pit, 27 incline in addition to 12/10 incline where the 
witness has been working. In Nos 4 and 5 pits there are 
two fitters namely Ismail Mistry and Raj Kishore 
Singh. Both of them arc in category VI. In No. 3 pit 
there are two fitters namely lsrail Mistry and Hanif Moham- 
med. lsrail Mistry is in category VI while Hanil Mohammed 
is in category IV, The witness also stated that there is no 
difference between the work done by him and Abdul Khalique 
and that done by the other category VT fillers excepting that 
the two concerned workmen had to look after the coal cutting 
machine in addition to their other work, Previously these 
two concerned workmen used to maintain a Log Book but 
now no fitter in any pit has to maintain any Log Book. There 
have been no complaint to the job performance of the wit- 
ness and Abdul Khalique who worked in 1st und 2nd shift 
by rotation and had to do the same job. No fitter of cate- 
gory VI supervises the work of the two concerned workmen. 
There is one head fitter by name of Dedar Maharaj who super- 
vises the work done by the two concerned workmen. Kcdar 
Maharaj supervises the work of the fitters in all the mines 
of Bhowra (South) section. The colliery engineer also super- 
vises the work of the concerned workmen. 

20. Cross-examined by Shri P. K. Bose on behalf ol the 
management the witness stated that in 1955 when he was 
first appointed, he was being paid Rs. 8 and 10 annas pci 
week as a filler helper and was working in No. 5 pit under 
Ismail Mistiy. At present the witness is being paid the 
wages of category V of (he Wage Board Recommendations, 
while Ismail Mistiy is being paid wages of category VI. 
The wimess has read uplo Class V standard and can read 
and write only Urdu L anguage. The witness has admitted 
that he is being paid correct amount of wages according to the 
category V wage scale in addition to other emoluments and 
for that he has no grievance against the management. The 
witness is a member of tho union of which Nawal Babu is 
the I.cader- 

21. Re-examined by Shri Dasgupta the witness stated that 
he knows Shri Gaya Singh who was a fitter helper and who 
was promoted to category VI in 1972 by an award given 
by the Tribunal. Gaya Singh was junior to the witness. 

22. K. N. Singh, W W. 4 is the next witness of the work- 
men. He stated that he has been working in the concerned 
colliery since 1946 and since 1962 he has been vvoiking as 
a Overman Incharge who is just below Ihe Assistant Manager. 
In 1967 when the Wage Board Recommendations were im- 
plemented the witness was the Secretary of the Colliery Maz- 
door Sangh of Bhowra Colliery Branch. At present the wit- 
ness is not ctn officer of the Jocnl brunch of the (Tolliciy Mciz - 
door Sangh but is the member of the Central Executive 
Member of the Union. The witness knows Abdul Khalique 
and Asgar Mia who are mechanical fitters and who work 
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in 12/10 incline in Bhowru (Soulh) Colliery. Abdul Khali- 
que is, at present, in category IV of the Wage Board Re- 
commendations and Asgar Mia was in category Vll prior to 
the Wage Board Recommendations. At present he is In 
category V. Wage Board Recommendations were implement- 
ed in the colliery concerned with effect from 13-8-67 and at 
that time the workmen demanded category VI for both the 
concerned workmen but without any result. Even before the 
Wage Board Recommendations the workmen had demanded 
category IX of the Majumdnr Award for both the concerned 
workmen. The witness knows Ismail Mistry, Rajkishore Singh 
and Israil Mistry, all of whom are fitters of category VI 
of the Wage Board Recommendations. All of them are 
working in Bhowra (South) section of the colliery and none 
of these three persons repair the coal cutting machines in 
Bhowra (South) Colliery. Coal Cutting Machines arc repair- 
ed by the two concerned workmen who, besides looking after 
the Coal Cutting Machines also look after other machines 
like pumps, haulages, drills, fans and triplers. No other 
fitter of category VI or of any other category supervises the 
work of Abdul Khalique and Asgar Mia, After coal cutting 
machines were introduced in some other inclines olher than 
12/10 incline of Bhowra (South) Abdul Khalique and Asgar 
Mia had to look after them. There is no difference in the 
job performed by Ismail Mistry, Rajkishore Singh and Israil 
Mistry and the two concerned workmen. In fact the two 
concerned workmen have to do additional work since the 
other fitters do not repair any coal cutting machines. The 
witness knows Gaya Singh who was working as a fitter m 
Bhowra (North) and whose case was referred to this Tribu- 
nal and by an award given by the Tribunal he was upgraded 
to category VI. 

23, Cross-examined by Shri P. K. Bose the witness stated 
that the supervision of the work of mechanical fitters is being 
done by the colliery Manager and by the colliery engmeei. 
There is no mention of any designation of Overman-Incharge 
in the Coal Mines Regulations. Before the implementation 
of the Coal Wage Board in 1967 the designation of Asgar Mia 
was that of a mechanical fitter and as far as the witness 
remembers he was in old category VII of Majumdar Award, 
So far as the witness remembers Abdul Khalique joined he 
services of the colliery sometime in 1960 as a helper, and 
before the implementation of the Wage Board Recommenda- 
tions from 1967 his designation was that of a mechanical 
fitter and he was placed in category V of the Majumdar 
Award. At the time of the implementation of the Wage 
Board Recommendations the total strength of workmen in 
Bhowra (North) and Bhowra (South) collieries were about 
3000 persons. The witness personally checked the cases of 
all the 5000 workmen in respect of (heir fitment in terms of 
the Wage Board Recommendations, and in the event of intro- 
duction of new coal cuffing machine the requisition has to 
be made either by the colliery engineer or by the manager. 
Shri Dasgupta further examined the witness and the witness 
was shown the endorsement of the letter dated 15-2-71 ad 
dressed by Shri R. N. Shurmn, Vive-Presiclent of the Colliery 
Mazdoor Sangh to the Chief Agent, Oriental Coal Co. Ltd. 
The witness identified the signature of Shri R. N. Sharma. 
The said endorsement of the letter was marked Ext, W.6, 
The witness was also shown a letter dated 18-3-71 addressed 
by Shri N. K. Lai, Secretary, Colliery Mazdoor Sangh, 
Branch Bhowra Colliery to (he Assistant Labour Commissioner 
(C), Dhanbad, The witness identified the signature of 
Shri N. K. LhI and that letter was marked Ext. W7. The 
witness also stated that the 3 category V| fitters of Bhowra 
(South) namely Ismail Ansari, Israil Mistry and Rajkishore 
Singh do not know how to repair a coal cutting machine 
and they have never undertaken the repairing job of such a 
machine. 

24. As new questions in examination in chief were put 
to the witness by Shri Dasgupta I allowed Shri P. K. Bose 
to further cross-examine the witness and in further cross- 
examination by Shri P. K. Bose the witness stated that he 
did not know the contents of Ext. W6 but he knew that 
Exts. W6 was delivered to the Chief Agent of the colliery 
as he saw the receipt given by the Chief Agent. About the 
contents of Ext. W7 the witness knows this much that it was 
written to the l abour Commissioner (C), Dhanbad about the 
dispute of the two concerned workmen that they should be 
given category VI to the Wage Board Recommendations. 
The witness however stated that he docs not know the full 
contents of Ext. W7. Ismail Ansari and Rajkishore Singh, 
Fitters worked directly under the supervision of the witness. 
Israil Mistry however does not work under his supervision 
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25. Last witness on behalf of the workmen is Lai Moham- 
med, WAV. 5 who stated that he has been working as a 
mechanical fitter in Bhowra Colliery since ly44 and in 1956 
when the Majumdar Award was implemented he was placed 
in category X and when (he Wage Board Recommendations 
were implemented in 1967 he was placed in category VI of 
those recommendations. At present the witness is working 
in Bhowra (North) section in 7 incline as well as in 16 
incline. As a mechanical fitter the witness has to repair and 
maintain all the haulages, fans, liplcrs, pumps of these two 
inclines. The witness knows Abdul Khalique and Asgar 
Mia, the concerned W'orkmcn who were in Bhowra (South) 
colliery either in 10/12 or 25/12 inclines. They have to 
repair and to maintain pumps, haulages, tiplers, fans and 
coal cutting machines of those particular inclines and there 
is no difference between the nature of work done by the 
witness and tiie jobs performed by the two concerned work- 
men. The work of the two concerned workmen is super- 
vised by the colliery engineer and not by any other fitter. 
In Bhowra (North) there are two other fitters in category VI 
namely Rajkishore Singh and Dost Mohammed besides the 
witness. In Bhowra (South) colliery also there are three 
fitters in category VI, and there is no difference at all in the 
work done by all these fitters of category VI and that of the 
concerned workmen. In Bhowra (South) Israil Mistry, Ismail 
Ansari and Rajkishore Singh do not undertake any work 
of repairing of coal cutting machine, Before the implemen- 
tation of the Wage Board Recommendations Rajkishore Singh 
and Dost Mohammed were in category IX of Majumdar 
Award and after the implementation of the Wage Board Re- 
commendations all the fitters along with the witness were 
placed in category VI. 

26. Cross-examined by Shri P, K. Bose the witness stated 
that Abdul Khalique joined the service of the colliery con- 
cerned either in 1955 or in 1956 as a helper and Asgar Mia 
joined service cither in 1951 or in 1952 as a helper. At that 
time the witness was a fitter. The witness stated that he 
worked in Bhowra (North) section of the colliery while the 
two concerned workmen worked in Bhowra (South) section. 
Bhowra (South) and Bhowra (North) are two separate col- 
lieries and it is not possible to observe the job performance 
of fitters, during duty hours, working in Bhowra (North) and 
Bhowra (South) collieries. Prior to the implementation of 
the Wage Board Recommendations Asgar Mia and Abdul 
Khalique wete in old category IV of the Majumdar Award 
and during that period the witness was in category X of the 
Majumdar Award. The two concerned workmen have never 
worked with the witness in Bhowra (South). On a question 
being put whether the witness received proper payment of 
category VI of the Wage Board Recommendations, he replied 
that he did receive proper payments. After the fitment ol 
the witness in category VI of the Wage Board Recommen- 
dations in 1967 he started drawing monthly salary at the 
rate of Rs. 325 or Rs. 330 after deducting the provident fund 
contribution. According to the estimate of the witness he 
was drawing higher salary prior to the implementation of the 
Coal Wage Board Recommendations in 1967. The witness 
admitted that the union of which he is a member did not 
raise any dispute regarding the payment of lessor amount 
after the implementation of the Recommendations of the 
Wage Board and even after the colliery hnd been taken over 
by the Central Government no dispute was raised regarding 
the lessor payment to the witness. Beside the wages of the 
new category in which the witness was placed, he was also 
receiving other cash benefits such as, bonus, leave wages, 
train fare, sick khoraki etc., and he is continuing (o receive 
those benefits even now. 

27. Shri S. S. Mukherjee, Advocate, on behalf of the 
Bharat Coking Coal Ltd. did not cross-examine the witnesses 
produced by the workmen, Shri S. S. Mukherjee , Advocate 
like Shri P. K. Bose also did not produce any documentary 
evidence 

28. At this stage a few observations may be made about 
the documents filed on behalf of the workmen, Out of the 
seven documents filed by them five have been admitted by 
Shri P, K. Bose. They are marked Exts. W1 to W5. Docu- 
ments Exts. W1 and W2 are important documents and must 
be reproduced in full. Ext. W1 is the original certificate 
given to Shri Asgar Mia by the Manager of the colliery and 
is dated 5-6-69. It runs as follows: — 

“TO WHOM IT MAY CONCERN 

This is to- certify that Sri Mohammed Asgar has worked 
in this colliery as an Asst. Mechanical Fitter for a period of 
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eight years now, and he has acquainted himself thoroughly 
with the handling and repairs of Haulage, Pumps, Winders 
and Coal Cutting Machines. 

His work was always satisfactory. He is sincere, Industri- 
ous worker and bears a good moral character. 

I wish him all success in life". 

Ext. W2 is the original certificate given by the Engineer 
of the colliery to Sri Abdul Khalique and is dated 6-6-68. 
It ls as below. — 

“TO WHOM IT MAY CONCERN 

This is to certify that Shri Abdnl Khalique has been work 
ing as a Coal Cutting Machine l itter for about 5 years in 
this concern. He satisfied his superiois w..h hud working 

He is a smart & intelligent : nd obedient young man. He 
takes keen interest in his work. 

I wish hint success in life.” 

29. Ext. W3 scries are overtime slips in respect of the 
overtime work done by Asgar Mia on different dates in 1969, 
1970 and 1971. These overtime slips show that Asgar Mia 
repaired the coal cutting machine in the mine concerned and 
also did other important jobs. Ext. W4 scries are overtime 
slips in respect ol Abdul Khalique regarding overtime work 
done by him during the years 1969 to 1971. These slips also 
show that Abdul Khalique repaired Coal Cutting Machine ana 
also did other important jobs. Ext. W5 is a register show- 
ing maintenance work done by Abdul Khalicpie and Asgar 
Mia, fitters at 12/10 incline and 27A incline etc., from 
13-11-71 to 12-2-72, A careful perusal of this register, shows 
that both the concerned workmen fitted and repaired the 
Coal Cutting Machine, oiled and grecsed it and did other 
important jobs. Ext. W6 is the office copy of a letter dated 
15-2-71 from Shri R. N. Sharrna, Vice-President Colliery 
Mazdoor Sangh addressed to the Chief Agent, Oriental Coal 
Co. Ltd. Ext. W6 concerns the two workmen and by it the 
management was requested to place them in higher category 
than category IV and V as they had been performing moro 
efficient jobs. Ext, W7 is the endorsement of the letter dat- 
ed 18-3-71 from Shri N. K. Lai, Branch Secretary, Colliery 
Mazdoor Sangh addressed to the Asstt. Labour Commissioner 
(C), Dhanbad and the subject matter of this letter is the non- 
impiementation of the Wage Board Recommendations by the 
colliery concerned in respect of Shri Abdul Khalique and 
Asgar Mia. It pleaded that since these two workmen were 
doing all kinds of fitting work and had to manage regular 
check of machines independently hr all the four mines be- 
longing to the Oriental Coal Co. Ltd., they deserved to be 
placed in new category VI of the Wage Board Recommen 
dations. The letter also concerns one Shri Ishwar Chand 
Kolri, another workmen of the colliery. 

30. In order to give a correct award in this reference 1 
have to satisfy myself that the two concerned workmen in 
this reference possess the necessary qualifications for being 
placed in the grade of category VI as per recommendations 
of the Coal Wage Board as mentioned in item 9 of page 50 
of Voh II of the Coal Wage Board Recommendations. It is 
not very pertinent in what category the two concerned work- 
men have been placed so far or what wages they have been 
receiving upto the present time. 

31. I do not agree with the contention of Shri P. K. Bose 
who appears for the old management and who submitted 
that the two concerned workmen admittedly are two junior to 
the fitters who rre already in category VI of the Wage Board 
Recommendations and hence the management was justified in 
not placing them in category VI. Seniority or junio- 
rity of a workman for being placed in proper category 
to which he should belong is immeterial. What is material 
Is the skill and the job performance of the workman and the 
actual work done by him which, in my opinion, should 
determine the category in which he should be placed. One 
of the fitters who is already in category VI of (he Wage 
Board Recommendation; and who has appeared as a witness 
for the workmen before this Tribunal namely, Lai Mohammed, 
W.W. 5 has staled that there is no difference in the work 
and the job performances of the two concerned workmen 
w'ith those of the other fitters who arc already in category 
VI namely Israil Mistry, Ismail Ansari and Rajkishore Singh. 
It has come out in evidence that the two concerned workmen 
do the same jobs as ace done by Dost Mohammed, Lai 
Mohammed and Rajkishore Singh who are already ill cate- 
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gory VI and in addition to their other jobs they also look 
after coal cutting machines, in fact Shri B. R. Prflhar, 
M.W. 1 admitted that it is not necessary for a person to ba 
senior in order to be fitted in a higher category. In fact ho 
stated that in fixing the category of a fitter both seniority and 
skill are taken into consideration. It has also come out in 
evidence that Niazi works in the Workshop and not under- 
ground. It may be observed that Niazi is a category VI 
fitter. In case of major break downs in the mine there is no- 
body else except these two concerned workmen to look after 
the repairs of the machine. 

32. Shri P. K. Bose laid great emphasis on the fact that 
the certificate Ext. Wl was given by the Manager of the con- 
cerned colliery to one Mohammed Asgar and not to Asgar 
Mia. According to Shri P. K. Bose these two persons are 
different persons. Shri P. K. Bose also drew my attention 
to the fact (Hit Ext. Wl does not bear the initial of the 
manager over the word “Manager” in Ext. Wl but there are 
some initials by the side of that word, tn otherwords 
Shri P. K. Bose contended that Ext. Wl was not given to 
Asgar Mia, one of the concerned workmen. I see no force 
in this contenlion:— firstly because Ext. Wl has been produced 
by Asgar Mia and secondly because Ext. Wl is an admitted 
document and Shri P. K. Bose cannot go back on his own 
admission of the document. When Asgar Mia was in the 
witness box no question was put to him whether Ext. Wl 
was not given to him but was given to one Mohammed Asgat 
who was a different person. 

33. The next contention of Shri P. K. Bose is that the 
promotion in a colliery is not the right of a workman but it 
is within the discretion of the management. As already stat- 
ed above, fitments in proper categories has to be done accord- 
ing to the actual work and the job performances done by the 
workmen. As observed by the Supreme Court in Central 
Bank of India Ltd., and Rajagopalan, S.C.LJ, Voi. 4 page 
2762 at page 2776 “the particular nomenclature was not 
decisive and that what mattered in these cases was the nature 
of the duties and responsibilities of a post". There is over- 
whelming evidence on behalf of the workman that the nature 
of the duties performed by the two concerned workmen were 
exactly like those of the fitters who arc already in category 
VI of the Wage Board Recommendations. This will be clear 
by Exts. W3 and W4 series and also by the two certificates 
namely Exts. Wl and W2 given by the Manager and the 
Engineer of the colliery to Asgar Mia and Abdul Khalique 
respectively. 

34. From the evidence on record I am fully satisfied that 
both the concerned workmen, namely Abdul Khalique and 
Asgar Mia are highly skilled fillers and possess the qualifica- 
tions as mentioned in item 9 at page 50 of Vol. II of the 
Wage Board Recommendations and deserve to be placed ip 
category VI of die Wage Board Recommendations. In this 
connection the testimony of Kedar Nath Singh, W.W. 4 who 
has been working as Overman-Incharge and who is just below 
the Assistant Manager of the colliery is important. He has 
categorically sated that there is no difference in the work 
done by Ismail Mislry, Rajkishore Singh and Israil Mistry 
who are already in category VI and that of the two con- 
cerned workmen so far as normal repairing is concerned. He 
has further stated (hat apart from doing their normal work 
both these concerned workmen do the additional work of 
repairing coal cuffing machine. Kedar Nath Singh was cross- 
examined by Shri P. K. Bose at great length and his state- 
ment just mentioned above was not shaken in cross-exami- 
nation. 

35. In conclusion it must be stated that both the concerned 
workmen namely Abdul Khalique and Asgar Mia are highly 
skilled workmen and have been performing the same jobs 
as arc being done by office highly skilled workmen who aro 
already in category VI and there is no reason why the man- 
agement should have refused to place these two concerned 
workmen in category VI of the Wage Board Recommendations. 

36. In view of the above I have no hesitation in holding 
that both Abdul Khalique and Asgar Mia should have been 
placed in category VI as per Wage Board Recommendations 
and (he action of the management in refusing to place them 
in that category is not justified. 

37. As regards the relief to which tho two concerned 
workmen arc entitled, according to Shri Dasgupta both the 

concerned workmen should have been placed in category VI 
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with effect from the date when the Wage Board Recommen- 
dations were implemented in the colliery i.e. from 15-8-67. 
The management of the concerned colliery vested in the 
Central Government represented by the Custodian General 
with effect from 17-10-71 under the Coking Coal Mines 
(Emergency Provisions) Ordinance, 1971. Under section 250F 
of the Industrial Disputes Act, 1947 the concerned workmen 
ceased to be the employees of the colliery concerned with 
effect from 17-10-71 and became employees of the Custodian 
General — See the decision of the Supreme Court in Gurushan- 
thappa Vs. Abdul Kuddus, A.l.R. 1969 S.C. 744. The 
management of the concerned colliery again under-went a 
change after the passing of the Coking Coal Mines (Nationali- 
sation) Act, 1972. Under that Act the ownership of the 
colliery vested in the Bharat Coking Coal Ltd., with effect 
from 1-5-72 and from that date the concerned workmen 
ceased to be employees of the Custodian General and became 
employees of the Bharat Coking Coal Ltd. So, it follows that 
the only authority competent to place the two concerned 
workmen in new category VI of Wage Boaul Recommenda- 
tions now is the Bharat Coking Coal Ltd. Both Shri S. S. 
Mukherjee and Shri R. V, K. Rao, appearing for the Bharat 
Coking Coal Ltd., contended that Bharat Coking Coal Ltd,, 
is not concerned with the dispute as there was no relationship 
of employers and employees between the parties at the time 
when the ownership of the colliery vested in the Central 
Government. Both the gentlemen drew my attention to 
various sections of the Coking Coal Mines (Nationalisation 
Act, 1972 and also to the provisions of the Coking Coal 
Mines (Emergency Provisions) Act, 1971. The relevant por- 
tion of section 9 of the Coking Coal Mines (Nationalisation) 
Act, 1972 is as follows : — 

“9(1) Every liability of the owner, _ agent, managei, or 
managing contractor of a coking coal mine or coke oven plant, 
in relation to any period prior to the appointed day, shall be 
the liability of such owner, agent, manager or managing 
contractor, as the case may be, and shall be enforceable 
against him and not against the Central Government or the 
Government company. 


(a) 

(b) no award, decree or order of any Court, tribunal or 
other authority in relation to any coking coal mine 
or coke oven plant passed after the appointed day, 
but in relation to any matter, claim or dispute which 
arose before that day, shall be enforceable against 
the Central Government or the Government com- 
pany. 

(c) no liability for the contravention of any provision 
of law for (he lime being in force, made before (he 
appointed day, shall be enforceable against the Cen- 
tral Government or the Government company”, 

38. On the basis of the provision of section 9 quoted above 
Shri Mukherjee contended that the Central Government is 
not liable for any prior liability of (he past management and 
further contended that no award can be enforceable against 
the Central Government. 

39. Tt may however be noted that there is no bar in section 
9 quoted above against making of an award. 

40. Section 17(1) of the Coking Coal Mines (Nationalisation) 
Act, 1972 lays down that every person who is a workman 
within the meaning of the Industrial Disputes Act, 1947, and 
has been, immediately before the 1st of May, 1972 in the 
employment of a coking coal mine shall become on and from 
the appointed day an employee of the Government Company. 
Section 17 is very relevant and makes Bharat Coking Coal 
Ltd., responsible for work in the mine on the same terms 
and conditions and with the same rights to pension, gratuity, 
and other matters as would have been admissible to them if 
the rights in respect of such a mine had not vested in the 
Government Company. It cannot be denied that Bharat Cok- 
ing Coal Ltd., is the successor in interest of the past manage- 
ment, and it is only Bharat Coking Coal Ltd., which can 
place the concerned workmen in category VI of the Wage 
Board Recommendations, 

41. Shri R. V, K. Rao contended that sections 4, 9 and 17 
of the Coking Coal Mines (Nationalisation) Act, 1972 have to 
be read together, 

42, As already observed above there is no bard in section 
9 of the Coking Coal Mines (Nationalisation) Act, 1972 of 
making of an award. 


43. After giving my due though to the various contentions 
laised by the learned counsel for both the parties I am of 
the opinion that it will be just and proper to require the 
Bharat Coking Coal Ltd., to place Abdul Khalique and Asgar 
Mia in category VI of the Wage Board Recommendations with 
effect from 1-5-1972. 

44. I, therefore, make the following award : My award is 
that the management of Bhowra Colliery of viz. Oriental Coal 
Company Ltd., Post Office Bhowra, District Dhanbad arc 
not justified for not placing Survashri Abdul Khalique and 
Asgar Mia, fitters in category VI as per recommendations 
of the Coal Wage Board. In my opinion both the concerned 
workmen arc entitled to be placed as fitters in category VI 
as per Wage Board Recommendations with effect from 1st 
May, 1972. 

45. Let a copy of this award be forwarded to the Central 
Government under section 15 of the Industrial Disputes Act, 
1947.

2. Bonus : All the Staff should be paid 20% Bonus for the finan- 
cial year 1971-72. 


3. Maternity Leave : All female members should be granted 
twelve weeks Maternity Leave which is to be availed of by Ihe 
incumbent concerned depending upon her physical conditions 
at the time and additional leave, if required, should be granted 
on medical ground. In this connection, the Union also demands 
that Mrs. Martha Rodrigues who was not granted Maternity 
leave last year and thus made to go on leave without pay for 
confinement, should be paid full salary for 77 days which she 
lost in this regard.
